F. A. Ruppel Passes 


A Nelson resident for 29 years, 

Fredrick August Ruppel died at 
Mount St. Francis Infirmary, 

Thursday, June 9 at the age of 78 
years. 

Born in Germany, Mr. Ruppel 
came tft the United States and 
settled in Twin Bridges, Montana, 
in 1893.

Courtesy \^ould Help 


In an age which sees ever-increasing numbers ot 
motor vehicles on our highways and streets, it s in¬ 
teresting sometimes to hear various reasons given for 
accidents and near-accidents. Mechanical failure, 
though one of the reasons which comes first to the 
mind and tongue of the driver involved in an accident 
is only rarely a contributing factor to accidents; it 
could be but it isn’t. Slippery road conditions certainly 
play an outstanding part, as does poor visibility, but 
in both those cases the blame must rest on the driver 
who, although only driving 10 miles an, hour, is still 
driving faster than the road conditions justify. Failure 
to observe the rules of the roadj - particularly in the 
matter of following too close behind another vehicle, 
is an important factor in such crack-ups, while such 
things as failing to yield the right-of-way to the ve¬ 
hicle on the right, or to a pedestrian, failing to change 
lanes in safety, beating the traffic lights, entering an 
intersection on the orange light — all these things 
play a large part. Excessive speed and driving under 
the influence contribute to many accidents, also, but 
the whole problem could be brought under reasonable 
control by application of just one principle — courtesy 
by drivers. Lowering headlight beams, signalling 
turns, giving the right-of-way to some individual who, 
perhaps, has got caught by a line of turning cars in 
an intersection long after the light has turned against 
him — many of these things are already written into 
our traffic regulations but are honored more in the 
breach than in the observance. “Riding the bumper” 
of the car ahead, particularly at night, is not only 
dangerous to the car behind — it can force the leading 
car into dangerous positions, also. 

More effective than any regulations yet written 
would be the practice of a universal code of courtesy 
of the road; we don’t expect to live long enough to 
see such universal practice but no one can deny that 
it would go a long way to lowering the terrific death 
toll which now disgraces our roads and highways. 
You are five minutes later getting there but you live 
50 years longer — so what? ‘Looks like a good ex¬ 
change to us. —Leduc Representative

Sarnia is the eastern terminus of 
the 30-ineh International Pipeline 
and the city has a population of 
45,000, mainly dependent upon in¬ 
dustries which process or use oil 
and its byproducts.

Other refineries 
are Canadian Oils $23 million plant 
and Sun Oil Company’s $18 million 
plant.

Ontario Oil Well* 

The last alternoon in the Sarnia 
area was spent visiting the oil 
fields of Southwestern Ontario. Oil 
wells around Petrolia and Oil 
Springs have been producing for al¬ 
most 100 years. Some wells brought 
in in the 1860‘s flowed as much as 
7,500 barrels a day, but declined 
rapidly and the Ontario oil boom 
lasted only a few years. 

We saw one field of 32 wells 
where the total output was only 
110 barrels a month from- the en¬ 
tire field. In Ontario, most farmers 
own their mineral rights and in 
this particular case the farmer was 
netting about $300 a mortth from 
his 32 wetls^A team of horses, an 
oil wagon and two days work a 
month collected the oil and hauled 
it to a storage tank. 

There are, however, some good 
gas wells in this area one that 
we inspected had a capacity of a- 
toout 40 million cubic feet per day. 
Gas is high-priced, though, selling 
al th? well-head for about the 
same price the average Alberta 
consumer pays for it

Trees are sometimes injured by 
farm implements during cultiva¬ 
tion. Where the bark has been re¬ 
moved to the wood underneath, 
some attention should be given the 
injury until the area is covered 
over with new bark. Frayed edges 
or dead bark should be cut away 
with a sharp knife, the exposed 
wood scraped clean, and the in¬ 
jured area painted with a protec¬ 
tive disinfectant or water-proofing 
material. A mixture of white lead 
nnd linseed oil is commonly used, 
or a prepared product may be pur¬ 
chased for this purpose.

The Alberta government has de¬ 
clared a two-month open season on 
deer this year tnroughout the 
province. Limited hunting of moose 
also will be permitted under the 
new regulations released by the 
game branch. 

A holder of a big game license 
may take his choice of one male 
deer, moose or elk. The bag limits 
on moutain sheep,, mountain goat 
arid bear remain the same as last 
year. 

While deer may be shot through¬ 
out the province, elk may be taken 
only west of No. 2 highway, and 
moose may be shot only north of 
the Bow River. 

The only exception to the' elk 
regulations is that either a male or 
female may be taken as the one 
antlered animal arrowed in the 
area west of No. 2 highway and 
south of the height of land between 
(he Highwood river and the waters 
flowing into the Oldman river. 

The moose, deer, and elk season 
will be open from November 1st 
to December 31st, and bear will be 
open September 1st to December 
31st, and from April 2nd to May 
31. Bear cubs and female bears 
with cubs are protected.

A Good Year For Weeds 

The weed problem will no doubt 
be aggravated by the very wet, 
cold weather we have experienced 
so far tiiis spring. Farmers have 
not. been able to work their land 
in order tp kill weeds before soed- 
■iiig and this will probably mean 
greater use of 2, 4-D later on. 2, 
4-D is a great asset in the farmers 
consisted mostly of a parade of continual battle with his number 
teachers and school children, most- one enemy, weeds. Most everyone 

hat had considerable experience ap- 
. plying 2, -1-D to weeds in crops, 
but many questions are s/till being 
asked aboout its use. 

From personal observation in 
this area, it would seem as though 
there is still a great deal of spray¬ 
ing done when the crop is too far 
advanced. Timeliness is a very im¬ 
portant factor to be considered 
v. lien applying -2,4-D. Correct tim¬ 
ing iiot only has a less adverse 
effect on the crop, but weeds are 
easier killed. Most weeds are easier 
tc kill when they are young and 
.growing fast. For example stink- 
weed is very easy killed in the 
tally stages of growth, but deve¬ 
lops considerable tolerance to 2,4-D 
as it approaches maturity. 

Wheat, barley, “and rye have 
good resistance to 2,4-D. These 
cereals should be treated in the 4 
leaf to jointing stage of growth. 
They should not be treated when in 
the shot bidde or flowering stage, 
as deformed heads aqd a reduced 
yield may result. 

It should be expected that 2,4-D 
will delay maturity of flax. Late 
spraying will delay flax 10 days 
or even longer. This year early 
maturity could be an important 
factor. Flax should be treated af¬ 
ter it has formed 4 or 5 leaves. 

Oats are the most susceptible of 
the cereal crops to damagg, by 2,- 
4-D. The recommended'time to 
treat oats is from 3 to 6‘leaf Stage, 
and then again from the early shot 
blade to tne early boot stage.

Dust is usually a little more ex¬ 
pensive to apply, but this is off¬ 
set by the fact that no water is 
required. More drift can be ex¬ 
pected'.from the dust than the 
spray. This means that extra pre¬ 
cautions should be taken when 
working near trees or a garden. 
As far as killing weeds is concern¬ 
ed the dust would appear to be 
on a par with the liquid, providing 
the same airrount of 2,4-D is actu¬ 
ally applied to the weeds. 

Buck orush and willows can be 
controlled by heavy application of 
2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. The 2,4,5-T acid 
content of the mixture should be 
1 1 to >2 of the total. 2 to 4 pounds 
oi this mixture in 10 gallons of 
water should be applied per acre. 
A greater amount of water is used 
in order lo thoroughly wet the 
foliage. Woody plants may be 
sprayed after they are In full leaf.
